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Harrington Emerson Manville (1929-2015)

H arrington Manville, known as Harry to his many friends in numismatics on both sides of the 
Atlantic, was born in New York on 6 September 1929, the son of Arthur J. Manville, proprietor of 
a book and curio shop. Educated at Mount Hermon in Gill, Massachusetts, and at Amherst 
College from which he graduated in 1951, he served in the US Army Counter-Intelligence in Germany before 
undertaking an MA at the University of Colorado. In 1957 he joined the US Information Agency, responsible 
for that government’s overseas education and information programmes, serving in Karachi, Madras and in 
South Korea. From 1961 to 1965 he was Cultural Affairs Officer at the US Embassy in Vientiane, Laos, where 
he met and married his wife, Joelle Urquhart, in June 1962. From 1968 to 1972 he served successively as 
Cultural Attache and First Secretary at the US Embassy in Oslo, and as Public Affairs Officer in Montreal 
and Quebec from 1972 to 1976. He took early retirement from government service in 1980. 

Harry’s interest in numismatics centred on British coinage, rather than that of the USA, and an 
early purchase from the North American collector David Brown in July 1951 was a Northumbrian styca of 
i^Ethelred II (DNW Auction 131, lot 227). On leave from Germany, he had visited the premises of B.A. Seaby 
Ltd in Great Portland Street on 13 October 1952, acquiring a small group of Anglo-Saxon and Norman 
pennies from a collection listed in that month’s Bulletin (DNW 131, lots 56-7, 60-2). Those coins, picked for 
their quality, helped to form the basis of a collection that began to grow once he was back in the US and 
studying at Boulder; indeed the subject matter of his 1956 MA thesis was British coinage. 

However, the emphasis of the collection soon became focused on the regal milled silver series prior 
to 1816. Harry’s goal was to obtain a run of dates and types, with particular emphasis on condition and 
rarity, and he used his contacts at the principal London dealers, especially Douglas Liddell and Mark 
Rasmussen (Spink), Alan Rayner and Frank Purvey (Seaby) and Peter Mitchell and Michael Sharp 
(Baldwin), as well as the likes of Randolph Zander in Virginia, Christian Blom (New York), James Risk 
(Stack’s/Coin Galleries, New York), Richard Margolis (New Jersey) and David Bowers (Empire Coin Co, 
Johnson City, NY), to put together a collection that, for the period 1658-1800, was almost unrivalled for 
quality in private hands. To provide him with additional resources for his retirement years Harry decided to 
sell this part of his collection and it went under the hammer at Spink on 4 June 1980 in 362 lots. Prior to 
the auction I well remember Harry was wary as to the outcome, because the market had only recently 
absorbed the Lord Hamilton collection, but he need not have feared as the mixed quality of the Hamilton 







material paled in comparison with the Manville pieces and, unknowingly, he caught the top of the market 
for British coins at that time. When lot l, a virtually mint state Cromwell crown bought from Spink exactly 
15 years earlier for £250, was acquired by Jim Noble for a client for £4,400, it set the scene for a spectacular 
dispersal, headed by the Pembroke specimen of the original Cromwell sixpence, acquired from the British 
Museum in 1972 in a private treaty arrangement and a coin which Harry remained vastly proud to own - 
and which sold for no less than £10,000, a record price for any sixpence at the time! 

Prior to this, Harry had anonymously disposed of a collection of Bank of England countermarked 
Spanish dollars, mostly acquired from the Howard Gibbs and Sam Whetmore sales of 1960-1 in a 
Glendining auction on 19 June 1974 (lots 384-412). However, he continued to build a superb collection of 
similar material countermarked for British (principally Scottish) concerns, most of which was acquired by 
the British Museum in a private treaty sale in 1998. A lengthy research project resulted in a magnum opus, 
Tokens of the Industrial Revolution: Foreign Silver Coins Countermarked for use in Great Britain, c.iy8y- 
1828, published by the British Numismatic Society in 2001. 

Flanking this dispersal, Harry also arranged the sale of two further portions of his collection; a 
series of Jacobite medals, anonymously (DNW, 17 September 1997, lots 709-731) and hammered silver 
coins of the Commonwealth and Charles II (Spink, 12 July 2001, lots 1-85). The latter included Fr Arnold 
Mallinson’s exceptional 1659 halfcrown, given to him as a boy in 1908 by his fellow Lancastrian, the artist 
and philanthropist Sir Cuthbert Grundy and sold by Mallinson in 1984 for £4,200. 

From beginnings in the 1960s and ably assisted for over 40 years by Douglas Saville, Harry formed 
a library of British numismatics that, for its scope, was probably unequalled in the modern era. Encouraged 
primarily by Douglas Liddell when he was still in Laos, Harry came up with the idea of an Encyclopsedia of 
British Numismatics. The first volume, an extensive listing of numismatic sales from 1710 to 1984, was 
compiled with the valued help of Terence Robertson and appeared in 1986; for the writer, this and the 
others listed below are never more than a foot away from my desk, ready to be consulted at a moment’s 
notice. They remain a testament to a numismatist to whom every last detail mattered and they will be 
consulted by serious numismatists for decades, if not centuries, to come:

Harry much enjoyed the social side of numismatics. For the best part of 50 years he made regular 
visits to Britain, normally coinciding with meetings of the British or Royal Numismatic societies (he was 
elected a member of both in the autumn of 1963, becoming an honorary member of the former in 2009), or 
with the annual BANS Congress. He wrote the official history of the first 50 years of BANS, published in 
1999, and often lamented that some past Congress organisers had failed to note this detail or that fact - 
such was his desire to have the record correct. He drew enormous satisfaction from being able to attend the 
Diamond Jubilee BANS Congress in Greenwich in 2013 with Joelle, his last visit to our shores. 

Since 1976 Harry had lived in Washington DC, but in recent years failing health necessitated a move 
to Seattle, to be close to his son and grandchildren. I visited him there last November and was pleased to 
find that, despite privations, Harry had lost none of his enthusiasm for coins and was happy to talk about 
how he acquired some of the pieces in this catalogue, as well as the contents of a box of “Maundy odds and 
sods” (his words) sold by DNW on 10 June 2015 (lots 201-223). He was looking forward to being closely 
involved with the cataloguing of his Scottish milled coins (as indeed he had been with Mark Rasmussen for 
his main collection of English milled 35 years ago), even from almost 5,000 miles away, but unfortunately it 
was not to be and he passed away on 18 February 2015 at the age of 85. He leaves Joelle, their children Tina 
and Duncan, and Duncan’s family, who together hope that his remaining coins will continue to give as much 
pleasure to their new owners as Harry derived from them. P. J.P-M.

In the summer of 1646 the Royalist garrison of Dublin and its environs was sorely pressed and in urgent need of specie. James 
Butler, Duke of Ormonde, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and Lieutenant-General of the King’s forces in Ireland, feared defection of 
some of his troops unless they were paid. With silver plate having long since been taken in for conversion to coin, he issued a 
Warrant in the King’s name on 29 July from Dublin Castle stipulating that gold of diverse and uncertain value was to be melted 
down and converted into ‘pledges’ of 8dwts i4grs and 4dwts 7grs for the relief of the distressed soldiers. This task was to be 
undertaken by Peter Vaneyndhoven and Gilbert Tongues, foundation members of the Dublin Goldsmiths’ Company founded by 
Royal Charter of 22 December 1637 and who had earlier been similarly commissioned by the Lord Justices following their 
Proclamation of 14 January 1642/3 to convert silver plate to the pledges once known as Lord Inchiquin’s money. They were to take 
twelve pence for every twenty shillings’ worth struck in payment for their labours. The bullion available would likely have 
comprised foreign coin in addition to plate. Queen Henrietta Maria had sent 10,000 pistoles in amount from France at the King’s 
behest. The French pistole was rated at 13s. 4c?. and, with the circulation of French and Spanish gold (the 2 escudos was known as a 
pistole), it was not surprising that these pledges came to be known as double-pistoles and pistoles. Demand persisted and, on 1 
February 1646/7, Ormonde issued another Warrant which called in rings, chains and broken gold for coining. These pledges were a 
coinage of necessity and represent the only gold coinage of Ireland. Ten other pistoles are known. Seven are in the National 
Museum of Ireland, one in the Ulster Museum, one in the American Numismatic Society collection and one formerly in the Gerard 
Brady collection (Whyte’s Auction, Dublin, 29 April 2000, lot 248, previously from the Bridgewater House collection, Sotheby 
Auction, 15-16 June 1972, lot 551 [present whereabouts unkown to the cataloguer]).

Alan Kelly writes: ‘The Manx issues of 1721-5 are not patterns, but an unofficial coinage struck by Richard Maguire, a Dublin 
banker, and Josiah Poole, a wealthy Liverpool merchant, who leased the customs of the Isle of Man from the Earl of Derby, in 
March, 1721, for the sum of £1,050 a year. It is my opinion that the coins were manufactured locally, almost certainly at Ballasalla 
by the Wilks family, who later assisted Samuel Topping and Amos Dyall with the manufacture of the 1733 coinage in Castle Rushen. 

‘Besides not being patterns I believe I have enough evidence to say that these silver coins struck from the halfpenny dies are in fact 
sixpences. Likewise the coins struck in silver from the penny dies are shillings. Manx coinage was never weight related so why pay 
for extra dies? The dies themselves were probably acquired by Poole and Maguire from William Wood, but there isn't any evidence 
to support that, other than Maguire's Irish connection.’

The attention of the authorities to the problems with counterfeit coins circulating on the island was made clear by the Governor, 
Edward Smith, in a letter to Lord Stormont, 3 March 1784. Smith pleaded for a new coinage for Man, or to abolish the Manx 
coinage completely (Kelly, 1986, p.6). The resulting new coins, from dies engraved by Thomas Pingo, were struck in early 1786 and 
had arrived on the island by 3 June, by which time the Lieutenant-Governor, Richard Dawson, had expressed the opinion that there 
was such a plethora of counterfeits of the 1758 issue in circulation that islanders could not distinguish them from the genuine 
article. By 22 July 1786 the new coins had started to circulate, though the population preferred the 1733 and 1758-dated coins that 
they knew and trusted. The 1758-dated counterfeits were made in Birmingham by a person, or persons, who had access to the 
original dies executed for John Florry - perhaps his daughter, Sarah (1744-1832)

The Isle of Man Bank was founded on 25 March 1802 as a partnership between Major John Taubman (1746-1822) and Capt. George 
Quayle (1751-1835), two men with local military connections who both saw lengthy service in the House of Keys. Within weeks two 
further partners had joined the business, James Kelly and Mark Hyldesley Quayle (1770-1804), which was based at George Quayle’s 
residence, Bridge House, Castletown. By September 1805 the business was back in the hands of the two founding partners but in 
May 1807 Quayle terminated his partnership with Taubman and continued in business alone. On 7 September 1810 Quayle formed 
a new partnership with Edward Cotteen, a shopkeeper, and Patrick Townshend Lightfoot (1774-1848), a Manxman known to be 
associated with the Bank of England in 1798 and who later became a stockbroker, but was declared bankrupt in February 1829. 
Cotteen ceased to be connected with the business on 16 December 1816, by which time the bank was overtrading; by April 1817 
trustees had been appointed to wind up the business, with the creditors being paid out in full

The Douglas Bank Co was founded on 29 November 1811 by William Scarlett Littler, Revd. Robert Littler and James Dove. W.S. 
Littler had moved from Peel to Douglas in the spring of 1811, which perhaps explains the use of Peel Castle on the tokens. The 
bank’s premises were in Fort street, Douglas. Robert Littler sought to leave the island shortly after the tokens appeared, but Dove 
brought an action against him for £1,000, following which the clergyman was arrested and imprisoned. Not to be outdone, William 
Littler brought proceedings against Dove in the Chancery Court. On 3 January 1812 the clergyman was freed and the Douglas Bank 
Co wound up

The Isle of Man Times and General Advertiser, to give the newspaper its full title, was founded by James Brown (1815-81), a 
jobbing printer who had arrived on the island in 1846. The first issue was published from Wellington street, Douglas, on 4 May 
1861. To the frustration of members of the House of Keys, Brown championed a petition for by-laws which would facilitate 
improvements to the town as a growing seaside resort. He was accused by the Keys of libel and in 1864 sentenced to six months 
imprisonment in Castle Rushen gaol; after six weeks the sentence was overturned on appeal to the Queen’s Bench and Brown 
awarded £519 in damages. The title moved to 9 Athol street in May 1872, where the business continued for the next 100 years. His 
son, John Archibald Brown (1839-1925), a freemason and property developer, took over the newspaper in 1877 and it remained in 
family ownership until 1958 (Alan Kelly, pers. comm.)

The London & Newcastle Tea Co was founded in Newcastle-upon-Tyne in 1875 and quickly established a large number of branches 
throughout the British Isles, from which checks were issued in up to four different denominations, the majority dated 1876 or 1879, 
bearing the name of James A. Game, the promoter of the company. The branch in Douglas, situated at 21 Duke street, does not 
appear to have lasted very long; by 1881 the occupier of the property, James Quiggin, is shown as a bootmaker in the Census return, 
although Hugh A. Hawthorn, aged 25, an Irishman, is listed as a tea dealer at 22a Duke street (Alan Kelly, pers. comm.)

The first telephone company was formed on Man by George Gilmore in 1889, operating from 53 Athol street. The business was 
purchased by the National Telephone Co Ltd in 1892 and Gilmore was retained as manager. The telephone exchange moved to 
larger premises at 10 Athol street, relocating across the road to 11 Athol street in April 1899, adjacent to the Isle of Man Times 
building. In January 1912 all the telephone systems of the British Isles (except for Hull and Guernsey) were nationalised and placed 
under control of the Post Office. Gilmore was also a pioneer motorist, acquiring the island’s first private car in 1899, and was one of 
three founders of the now-defunct Manx Automobile Club in 1905 (Alan Kelly, pers. comm.)

Udall sold the brewery in 
1879 and then went on to acquire an interest in the Villiers Hotel, which he managed from 1877-89. He used his interest in the 
Railway Hotel and the Villiers to speculate in a London venture, the Mona Hotel, but was declared bankrupt in the City in 1892 and 
returned to his family in Douglas. A.R. Coward was a seal engraver who traded as Coward & Co for a single year, 1876, from 64 
Cable street, Liverpool (Alan Kelly, pers. comm.)

The Presbyterian movement on the island was founded in March 1825 and a church was built in Finch road, Douglas, which opened 
in April 1832 under the ministry of David Barclay Mellis (1800-61), from Newhall, Perth. He was succeeded by Revd. Walter 
Maclean (1798-1843), from Monteith, Perthshire, who was inducted on 19 September 1833 and was replaced by Revd. William 
Wilson (1796-1851), from Kells, Kirkcudbrightshire, in 1841. Wilson was taken seriously ill in August 1843 and resigned, but it was 
not until May 1844 that his replacement, Revd. James Cleland (1803-88), from Calton, Lanarkshire, arrived on the island to take up 
the post, which he held until 1865. By 1867 the church was deemed to be too small to accommodate the congregation, so it was 
demolished and a new edifice, St Andrew’s, built on the site (Alan Kelly, pers. comm.)

I was born on l March 1952 in Middlesbrough, 
then in Yorkshire. My father would have loved 
me to play cricket for Yorkshire but 
unfortunately his ambitions were thwarted by my 
total lack of cricketing ability! 

I was educated at Harrow Weald County Grammar 
School and the University of Manchester, studying 
mathematics. Following university I started work as 
an actuarial trainee, eventually qualifying as an 
actuary and staying with the same insurance 
company in Dorking until my retirement in 2008. 

My interest in coins started in the early 1960s 
when I started to collect halfpence found in change. 
In those days it wasn't unusual to find Victorian 
bronze pennies and halfpence in your change, some 
over 100 years old but in very low grade. Soon after I 
went to secondary school I came across two other boys with a similar interest in coin collecting. Every day 
we would go through the school dinner money as it was handed in, in search of new dates for our 
collections; we collected all denominations and our focus was on finding missing dates rather than on grade. 
By contrast with the bronze coins, there were very few pre-1920 silver coins still in circulation and virtually 
none pre-1911. We had a local coin shop in Kenton run by Ian J. Fine, but most of the coins he had in stock 
were too expensive for our pocket money. 

The three of us were fortunate enough to go on a tour of the Royal Mint when it was based in Tower 
Hill. I can remember seeing blanks for pennies being pickled in the acid that gave them their mint lustre 
and then seeing the striking process. Being inspired by our tour, I wrote to the Mint to say that as a collector 
of coins, I wondered whether, tongue in cheek, they might have any spare coins that they didn't want? I 
received a very courteous reply saying that they were unfortunately unable to help but suggesting a few 
London coin dealers that I might like to contact. 

Education and my early career prevented any further collecting until around 1985, when a chance 
visit to the Dorking Stamp and Coin shop rekindled my interest. They had Victorian silver coins in stock 
that I had never seen before and which were in very high grade. It became clear that it was impractical to 
collect all denominations so I settled on halfpence and sixpences, which were less fashionable than some of 
the other denominations and therefore more affordable. 

Initially my focus was on collecting the milled series but after a while I started buying hammered 
coins as well. The advantage of hammered halfpence was the vast range of types and designs going back as 
far as the 10th century, although the small size of the coins gave the die cutters little scope for bringing 
much artistry to their designs. 

By contrast they had much more freedom with the larger sixpences, including some of the early 
experiments with milled coinage, some of which are truly beautiful. I can still remember the thrill of 
opening the envelope containing my first Elizabeth I milled sixpence. Similar beauty can be found in the 
huge variety of sixpences from the reign of Charles I. 

As my collections have grown, it has become increasingly costly to add new items; so with 
reluctance I have decided to sell the sixpences. I sincerely hope that the successful buyers in this and the 
subsequent auction planned by DNW will gain as much pleasure from collecting these coins as I have had.

When the current vendor purchased mixed lots of James I Sixpences from the late Alfred Bole collection he became aware that Bole 
had noted on his tickets the differing combinations of stops by the obverse and reverse mintmarks.

A George III Pattern Five Pounds, 1820 
A superb example of the most spectacular modern British coin

The pattern five-sovereign and two-sovereign pieces of 1820, to give them their contemporary nomenclature, may 
perhaps be viewed as the culmination of the relationship between William Wellesley Pole (1763-1845), the Master of 
the Mint between September 1814 and August 1823, and Benedetto Pistrucci (1783-1855), his leading engraver, who 
came to England in January 1815. Their origin lies in the coins being authorised by an Order in Council dated August 
1816; the first new sovereigns of 1817, which debuted in July of that year, and the crowns of 1818, introduced Pistrucci’s 
St George and dragon design, originally intended for a gem to be engraved for Lord Spencer, to a wider public. It was 
Sir Joseph Banks who recommended to Pole that the design be adopted for coinage. Following the death of the chief 
engraver, Thomas Wyon Jr, after a length illness on 22 September 1817, Pole engaged Pistrucci; the Italian, being a 
foreigner, was disbarred from appointment to the office of chief engraver, but Pole left the office nominally vacant, paid 
him £500 p.a. and gave him the use of the chief engraver’s official residence within the Mint. Such an arrangement was 
resented by Thomas Wyon Jr’s cousin, William, appointed second engraver in October 1815, who designed the famous 
‘Three Graces’ and ‘Incorrupta’ crowns of 1817; William’s first regular coinage design was the reverse of the new half- 
sovereign, the first specimens of which were struck in September 1817. 
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BRITISH COINS FROM OTHER PROPERTIES 


Despite the Order in Council quoted above, no large gold coins had been issued for circulation in England since 1754. 
Pattern five- and two-guineas had appeared sporadically in the early years of George Ill’s reign but the need for large- 
denomination specie had been negated by paper money. Perhaps realising the fast decline in the monarch’s health in 
December 1819, Pole instructed Pistrucci to prepare dies for five- and two-sovereign pieces and Edward Hawkins, who 
himself was no fan of Pistrucci or his work, writing in 1850, dramatised the scene when he wrote that “the dies were 
scarcely finished when the decease of the king was hourly expected; and though the workmen were employed in 
striking them throughout the night, we believe that all the five and two-sovereign pieces were not actually completed 
during the reign of king George III.” The reality of the situation, explained by William Hocking and expanded on by 
later students, that “the dies were not completed at the demise of George III [and] specimens were subsequently 
struck”, meant that the coins have acquired something of a commemorative status, posthumous pieces de plaisir if you 
will, George himself having expired at Windsor at 8.38pm on 29 January 1820. 

In saying that 25 pieces only were struck, Hawkins quotes the names of the recipients from a tally of 26 names supplied 
by the Mint. Six specimens were acquired by institutions (Royal Mint, Bank of England, British Museum, Glasgow 
University, Dublin College and the Bodleian Library). Eight specimens were given to Mint officials, namely Jasper 
Atkinson (1790-1856), Provost; Henry Bingley (1801-84), Assay Master; Robert Bingley (1766-1847), Assay Master and 
father of Henry; Henry Field (1803-88), assayer; Robert Finch, moneyer and gentleman, Dollis Hill; James Morrison 
(1774-1856), Deputy Master; Robert Mushet (1782-1828), Master’s First Clerk and Melter; and William Wyon (1795- 
1851), Second Engraver. The remaining 12 specimens were acquired by other influential individuals, namely the 
Marquis of Salisbury (1748-1823) [2 specimens]; Robert Barclay (1751-1830), brewer and coin collector, Southwark; 
Thomas Dimsdale (1758-1823), banker and coin collector, Cornhill; William Durrant (1779-1846), coin collector, 
Lowestoft and London W; Abraham Edmonds (1780-1833), surveyor and coin collector, Southwark; Christopher 
Edmonds (1774-1853), architect and coin collector, Southwark, brother of Abraham; Sir Francis Freeling, Bt (1763- 
1836), secretary to the General Post Office and collector of gems, London W; Edward Hawkins (1780-1867), museum 
curator and coin collector, London W; John Henderson (1757-1829), coin collector, London W; Revd. Joseph Martin 
(1776-1858), C of E clergyman and coin collector, Bromley, Kent; and Marmaduke Trattle (1752-1831), West India 
merchant and coin collector, London Wall. 

Hawkins queries whether the Marquis of Salisbury actually received two specimens, which would make the mintage 
figure of pieces with the lettered edge 25. In addition, and to further cloud the issue, at least two pieces were struck 
with plain edges, one of which, formerly owned by the collector George Hamilton-Smith and auctioned in 1927, was 
said to be “formerly the property of a Royal Mint official”. One has also to question whether Pistrucci or Pole would 
have received a specimen in gold - perhaps the plain-edge pieces were meant for the designer and the Master. As an 
aside, the companion two-sovereign piece of 1820 was also, according to Hawkins, only supposed to have a mintage of 
25, but “a mistake was made” resulting in a mintage of 60 lettered-edge pieces and a tiny number with a plain edge. 

Some idea of the demand for these new five-pound coins among the collecting cognoscenti of the time may be had by 
perusing Hawkins’ remarks as to early dispersals. We can’t be certain, but possibly the first example to change hands 
was William Wyon’s, perhaps not surprising on account of his animosity with Pistrucci. Wyon sold his piece to ‘Mr 
Edmonds’, presumably the same Abraham Edmonds mentioned above; Edmonds sold it to ‘Mr Rich’ for £25 (William 
Bennett Rich, of Bermondsey, collection sold by Sotheby’s in July 1828, when the coin was acquired by James Dodsley 
Cuff for £21). Thomas Dimsdale’s was the first specimen known to have been offered at auction (Sotheby’s June 1824, 
£21, to Thomas Thomas, of Oxford Street, London W, then to the dealer Harry Cureton in 1844); William Durrant’s 
was acquired for ‘Mr T. Butterman, Longport’ by the dealer Charles Taylor (April 1847). Prices had dipped a little by the 
1830s, the Trattle specimen changing hands in the summer of 1832 for 17 guineas and the Robert Barclay specimen 
sold by his son Charles to Baron Bolland for £17 (March 1834), subsequently acquired after Bolland’s death by Cureton 
for £20 in April 1841. 

A century after the coins were struck, prices at auction had advanced considerably; the best specimen in the Baron 
Ferrari collection (March 1922) realised £86 while, post-War, Dominic Mitchell’s (April 1949) sold for £330. A further 
step change was marked by the Lady Duveen example bringing a then staggering £3,800 in September 1964, 
coincidentally the first coin auction attended by the writer of this footnote. The buyer, Kenneth Douglas-Morris, sold it 
for £21,000 a little over ten years later and in November 1989 the same coin changed hands again when Sharps Pixley 
sold it for £47,500. The Babycham heir, Keith Showering, obtained £17,000 for his (June 1976). More recently, the 
Strauss specimen brought £40,000 (May 1994), advancing to £58,000 when Samuel King sold it (May 2005). Earlier 
this year the Slaney example, acquired for £360 direct from the Luben Basmadjieff sale held six weeks after the 
coronation of the present Queen in 1953, and not as fine as the specimen offered here, sold for no less than £300,000. 

It is to be hoped that the forthcoming bicentenary of Britain’s recoinage will be marked by further new studies of the 
period and, specifically, of this, the most spectacular of all modern British coins. P.J.P-M.

Conditions mainly concerning Buyers 

1 The buyer 

The highest bidder shall be the buyer at the ‘hammer price’ and any dispute 
shall be settled at the auctioneer’s absolute discretion.

No warranty whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants 
or agents, or any seller to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or 
implied conditions or warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 
which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
‘deliberate forgery’ and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be 
set aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, 
provided that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the 
catalogue that the lot was a ‘deliberate forgery’ was by means of scientific 
processes not generally accepted for use until after publication of the 
catalogue or a process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer’s claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount 
paid in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage 
suffered or expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which may not exceed the minimum estimate figure, being 
the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be treated as sold. A 
reserve once placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent 
of Dix Noonan Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 
‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to 
which the seller is entitled shall be the same as they would have been had 
the sale been at the reserve.

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ within

and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb’s opinion is practicable, will assist the 
seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer.

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible 
for any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as 
to such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance 
at the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse 
admission to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to 
withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for 


auction again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants 
and agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective 
bidder or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after 
posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and 
all other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction 
of the English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising;
